1. GOB FOREIGN TRADE POLICY: AMBASSADOR CRIMMINS' REMARKS 
ON ISSUED PERTINENT TO U.S.-BRAZIL RELATIONS AT RIO'S 
FOREIGN PRESS CLUB RECEIVED MODERATELY PROMINENT 
PRESS PLAY. SAMPLE COVERAGE: PRESTIGIOUS O ESTADO DE 
SAO PAULO REPORT HEADLINE "CRIMMINS ANALYZES DIVERGENCIES" 
SAYS: "THE U.S. AMBASSADOR, JOHN CRIMMINS, SAID YESTERDAY 
IN RIO THAT TRADE DIVERGENCIES BETWEEN HIS COUNTRY AND 
BRAZIL WILL CONTINUE AND ARE NORMAL BETWEEN COUNTRIES 
WITH 'SO DYNAMIC ECONOMIES.' HE SUGGESTED THAT THE 
PROBLEM CREATED BY THE EXPORT OF BRAZILIAN SHOES BE 
STUDIED BY THE GATT, SO THAT THE RULES CAN BE ACCEPTED 
INTERNATIONALLY. ..." (JUNE 22). LIBERAL JORNAL DE BRASILIA 
FRONT-PAGE REPORT SAYS: YESTERDAY, WHILE IN RIO THE AMERICAN 
AMBASSADOR NOTED THAT "BRAZILIAN EXPORT INCENTIVES ALSO HAVE 
CREATED PROBLEMS WITH OTHER NATIONS - WHICH HE PREFERRED 
NOT TO CITE - AND NOT ONLY WITH THE U.S., DUE TO THE 'LESS 
ORTHODOX CHARACTER OF SUCH INCENTIVES." 

"IN BRASILIA THE GOB MINISTERS OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS, FINANCE, 

AND INDUSTRY AND COMMERCE WERE ATTENDING A SPECIAL MEETING 
CALLED BY PRESIDENT GEISEL TO DISCUSS AT LENGTH THE NEW 
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POLICY TO BE FOLLOWED IN SUPPORTING MANUFACTURED EXPORTS. 
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ALTHOUGH NO INFORMATION ON THE MEETING WAS MADE PUBLIC, 
SOURCES OF THE PRESIDENCY CONFIRMED THAT THE MEETING WAS 
HELD TO EXAMINE PROTECTIONIST MEASURES IN USE BY IMPORTING 
NATIONS. IT WAS ALSO LEARNED THAT THEY DISCUSSEED THE 
COORDINATION OF THREE SECTORS TO INTENSIFY RAPIDLY 
THE TRADE FLOW WITH MARKETS OTHER THAN THE TRADITIONAL 
ONES. IN THE CONCEPT OF NEW MARKETS, IT IS APPROPRIATE 
TO REFER TO WHAT WAS SAID TO THE U.S. TREASURY SECRETARY BY 
PRESIDENT GEISEL: BRAZIL NEEDS TO EXPORT AND THE ARAB 
WORLD IS ONE OF THE OPTIONS.' IN FACT, THE GOB CONSIDERS 
THAT INTENSIFICATION OF TRADE WITH THE ARAB NATIONS WOULD 
ABSORB A GOOD PORTION OF THE ONUS CREATED BY PETROLEUM 
IMPORTS. ..." (JUNE 22).

FEB ROLE WAS VITAL" SAYING THAT "THE U.S. EMBASSY IN 
BRASILIA YESTERDAY DISTRIBUTED A COMMUNIQUE INFORMING 
THAT U.S. DEFENSE SECRETARY JAMES SCHLESINGER, WHEN GREET- 
ING IN THE PENTAGON THE 84 BRAZILIAN WAR COLLEGE STUDENTS, 
PRAISED THE FEB'S CONTRIBUTION TO THE VICTORY OF THE 
ALLIES IN WWII. ...BRAZILIAN POLITICIANS BELIVE THAT 

THE DEFENSE SECRETARY'S SPEECH WAS PROVOKED BY CONGRESS- 
MAN WAYNE HAYS'S STATEMENT SAYING THAT BRAZILIAN TROOPS 
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NEVER GOT CLOSER THAN 500 MILES TO THE BATTLEFRONTS AND

NATIONALISTIC DIARIO POPULAR (SAO PAULO) EDITORIAL REGRETS 
THAT SECRETARY SCHLESINGER'S ’ANSWER TO CRITICISM MADE BY

A SMALL AUDIENCE." CALLING HAYS’ REMARKS "AN ATTEMPT TO 
DISCREDIT THE FEB," PAPER ADDS "THERE IS NO OTHER OFFICIAL 
REACTIONS SHOWING THAT AT CAPITOL HILL THE PREVAILING 
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OPINION REGARDING FEB IS ANY BETTER THAN THE EXPRESSED
